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But Milton's worthily forms its harmonious com- 
panion. The wandering lady's song by night in the 
wood, is described to her brothers in these words : — 

" At last a soft and solemn-breathing sound 
Kose like a steam of rich-distill'd perfumes, 
And stole upon the air, that even silence 
Was took ere she was 'ware, and wish'd she might 
Deny her nature, and be never more 
Still to be so displaced. 1 was all ear, 
And took in strains that might create a soul 
Under the ribs of death." 



Francesca in her garden haunt, may rightfully claim 
a place among this lair company of ladies singing : — 

" Here she had brought a lute and a few boots ; 
Here would she lie for hours, with grateful looks, 
Thanking at heart the sunshine and the leaves, 
The summer rain-drops counting from the eaves, 
And all that promising calm smile we see 
In nature's face, when we look patiently. 
Then would she think of Heaven ; and you might hear 
Sometimes, when everything was hushed and clear, 
Her gentle voice from out those shades emerging, 
Singing the evening anthem to the Virgin."

— It is delightful to have news from our 
antipodes of the advance of sterling music there j and to 
learn that the people of Lyttelton can find time from the 
rough demands of an infant colony, to cultivate a refining 
Art, and encourage its softening influence among them. 
Handel's Messiah, and several familiar English favorites, 
performed there, show the strong sympathy still maintained 
for home feelings and associations. 

Sacred Harmonic Society. — A Benevolent Fund is 
in formation, in connection with this society ; to which, 
the members, assistants, subscribers, and friends are in- 
vited to contribute. Half-a-guinea annually, constitutes a 
governor ; a donation of five guineas, a life-governor. 

Great Yarmouth. — The Glee Society is an association 
of about thirty vocal and instrumental performers, who meet 
for reciprocal improvement ; and who gave their second 
private conceit on the 6th of March. 

Hereford. — The Bishop of Hereford has appointed the 
Kev. Sir Frederick G. Ouseley, Bart., Mus. Doc, to be 
precentor of the Cathedral, in the room of the Rev. Thos. 
Huntingford, deceased. 

Mr. Henry Leslie. — The performance of his oratorio 
of Immanuel, which was to have taken place on the 29th 
of March, is deferred until some day early in May. 

Oswestry. — A choral meeting is announced for the 27th 
of March, in the British School-room ; the proceeds of 
which will be devoted to the fund for erecting an organ in 
the old chapel. The programme is as follows : —

Belfast. — The Classical Harmonists' Society inau- 
gurated their new grand organ by two concerts, on the 9th 
March, in their Music Hall ; on which occasion, Dr. 
K. P. Stewart, of Dublin, displayed the various powers of 
the instrument. Dr. Stewart's prize part-song, "The 
Dream," and Macfarren's " Orpheus with his lute," (both 
from Novello's Part-Song Book,) formed features in the 
performance ; and the first-named was peculiarly appro- 
priate to the occasion, as doing honor to Dr. Stewart. 
During the evening concert, the members of the society 
presented to their conductor, Mr. W. V. Barry, a " costly 
and beautiful" baton, " as a small acknowledgement of his 
indefatigable and untiring exertions as conductor, and as a 
trifling mark of the esteem in which he is held by all the 
members." Mr. Robson, the builder of the organ, was 
enrolled an honorary member of the society. 

Mr. Alfred Mellon has announced six evening per- 
formances at St. Martin's Hall, which give evidence of a 
returning desire for full orchestral music in concerts. " At 
each concert will be performed a symphony, overture, con- 
certo, and other works by the great masters, with orchestral 
compositions of a lighter class, and vocal music by the 
most eminent artists available." The first concert is fixed 
for the 2nd April, when Beethoven's Pastoral Symphony 
is announced ; with Madame Clara Novello, and Herr 
Formes, as the vocalists. 

The Whittington Clue celebrated their 7th anniver- 
sary by a grand ball and concert, at the Freemason's Hall, 
on the 23rd. March. 



Philharmonic SociETY.-The first concert of the season, 
was on the 12th March.

The Press are unanimous in their praise of Madame Clara 
Novello's scena from Oberon. Bell's Weekly Messenger 
says ; — " Madame Novello fairly carried the orchestra 
with her, as also the entire audience, by the magnificent 
manner in which she declaimed and enunciated the reci- 
tative of that matchless composition, and executed the 
terrific difficulties of its conclusion. Had not the fact been 
long ago established, this specimen of .vocal power would 
have stamped Madame Novello as the very first female 
soprano of the present day." 

Mr. Sterndale Bennett.— The first of his Classical 
Pianoforte Concerts, for the present season, took place on 
13th March, at the Hanover-square Rooms, before a 
crowded and fashionable audience. The following was 
the programme : — 

Part I. — Quintetto, Op. 87. (Hummel); "Lieder Kreis ' 
CBeethoven); Selection, pianoforte, {Scarlatti, Handel, Bach); 
Duo. Op. 5, pianoforte and violoncello, (Beethoven). 

Part II.— Sonata, B flat, pianoforte and violin, (Mozart); Songs 
(MS.) (W. S. Bennett) ; Solos, pianoforte (W. S. Bennett). 

The example set by Mr. Bennett of introducing the 
compositions of the great pianoforte composers to his au- 
diences, has been extensively followed ; but nothing has 
been able to lessen the attraction of his soir€es, which an- 
nually increase in favour, and gain on the affections of the 
public. The concert on Tuesday evening was equal in 
interest toany given on former occasions; and Mr. Bennett's 
coadjutors, Messrs. Sainton, Dando, Piatti, and Reynolds 
(violin, viola, violoncello, and double-bass), seconded him 
with equal talent and zeal. Mr. Bennett's own compo- 
sitions were effectively represented by his quaint coprt'ecio, 
in A minor ; one of his Suite de Pieces (in E minor), and a 
tema con variazione ; all of which he executed in a masterly 
manner. The loud and repeated applause of the audience 
testified the high estimation in which Mr. Bennett is held 
both as a composer and an executant of the first class. 
The quintet of Hummel, and the duets of Beethoven and 
Mozart, were played to perfection. The vocal music was 
allotted to Madame Clara Novello. The two MS. songs 
by Mr. Bennett — " Indian love," and " Winter's gone" — 
were admirably sung by this gifted artiste. The first is an 
exquisite bit of genuine melody and feeling. Madame 
Novello also did her very best with Beethoven's enchanting 
Lieder-Kreis (chaplet of songs) — which embodies as much 
pure tune, as many delicious harmonies, and as highly 
poetic a sentiment, as anything ever produced for voice or 
instrument by the great author of Fidelia. This charming, 
but little known composition, is a great favorite with Mr. 
Bennett, who first brought it to the notice of a London 
public. — Musical World. 

Bow and Mile End Harmonic Society. — This pro- 
gressing society, now in its third year, gave a concert on 
the 12th March. 

Hertford. — A Sacred Choral Society has been formed 
in this town during the past month, under the direction of 
Mr. C. Forscutt, and is progressing admirably. 
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Mr. Aucroft gives one of his monster concerts on the 
2nd April, at the Lyceum Theatre, for which (as usual 
with this indefatigable public caterer,) he has engaged all 
the best musical talent available. The public, we suppose, 
will give him the best proof of their gratitude, by filling 
the theatre in every part.
